leaves something 
to be desired. Perhaps 
they should have been 
honoured by photo- 
gravure. The photo- 
gravures, it should be 
said, are very success- 
ful, especially those of 
“The Meier Madonna,” 
and Titian’s “ Bacchus 
and Ariadne.” We 
should have made a 
different selection, how- 
ever, for these photo- 
gravures. Rembrandt’s 
“Sortie of the Franz 
Banning Cock Com- 
pany ” (better, if erron- 
eously, known as “ The 
Night Watch”) needs 
some such treatment, 
though in a few difficult 
cases, notably Michael 
Angelo’s “Creation of 
Man,” the ordinary pro- 
cess has succeeded very 
well indeed. We hope 
this collection will have 
more than the success 
of respectability-——that 
it will not share the 
fate of the handsome- 
ly-bound and _never- 
opened volumes of the 
classics without which 
well-to-do house- 
hold feels genteel. A

if confirmation were needed that he is more than one of the 
thousand clever illustrators of the day,a man of genius who 
wrests life and literature to the use of that genius, the 
present book would serve as such. Saint Juirs’ “ Tavern of 
the Three Virtues” is a clever story of adventure, mystery, 
and intrigue, but you might easily find fifty as good for the 
illustrator’s purpose. Vierge, however, gives life to it. 
Maufert, and the Incognita, and all the characters, are not 
our neighbours dressed up in the garb of the Court of the 
Great Louis, nor puppets dressed as costume models, but 
actual men and women of their own time made real to ours. 
The life in them is their great quality, though Vierge’s grace, 
his beautiful effects of light, and his simple methods, are 
wonderful enough too. This is altogether a finely produced 
book, and Mr. Gosse’s interesting essay should not be 
ignored in acknowledging the pleasure it affords. 


THE RED TRUE STORY BOOK. 
Edited by Anprew Lane. Illustrated by H. J. Forv. 6s. 
(Longmans. ) 

The earlier volumes of this series are the best recom- 
mendation of the present one, which keeps up to their high 
standard, and, in the opinion of some youthful experts, is 
better than its most particular rival with the blue cover. 
Mr. Lang’s contributors—among them, besides himself, 
are Mrs. Lang, Miss May Kendall, Mrs. McCunn, Mr. 
Crockett, and Mr. Rider Haggard—have done their work 
excellently. There is not a trace of anything morbid or 
puny or sentimental from beginning to end ; it is compiled 
for boys and girls of quick intelligence and ready enthu- 
siasm, but might surely strike a spark from the dull. Mr. 
Lang’s “Joan the Maid,” “How Marbot crossed the 
Danube,” “ Monsieur de Bayard’s Duel,” “ Gustavus Vasa,” 
‘“‘ Prince Charlie’s Wars,” and “Gudbrand of the Dales,” 
strike us specially worthy of note where all is of interest. 
Mr. Ford keeps up an even-level as an intelligent illus- 
trator. 


THE LIFE OF J. M. W. TURNER, R.A. 

By Puutp Gitpert Hamerton. New edition, (Seeley.) 

So far as the pictures are concerned this is a new book, 
and a fine series these make now. The reproduction 
is careful, skilful, very faithfully gives the values of 
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Turner’s work; and 
the smudginess which 
stands in most popular 
reproduction for Tur- 
ner’s haze and blend- 
ing of tones, is mark- 
edly absent. The 
twenty-four _illustra- 
tions include nearly all 
the most famous pic- 
tures—the Calais Pier, 
Whitby, Magdalen 
- Tower and_ Bridge, 
The Sun of Venice 
going to the Sea, the 
Fighting Temeraire, 
etc. The text is fairly 
well known. It does 
not seek rival 
Thornbury’s in biogra- 
phical matter, but as 
a critical account of 
the painter’s artistic 
career, and as a cor- 
rective to much of 
Mr, Ruskin’s extrava- 
gance on the subject, 
it is the best in exist- 
ence.

sea-call ; and the plan has been carried out with spirit, and 
enthusiasm, and knowledge. The book has one advantage 
over all other first rate books for boys of this or any recent 
season, that it appeals to so many parts of complicated 
boys, to so many different kinds of simple ones. For the 
mere lover of adventure there are endless tales of shipwreck, 
blockade, peril, and rescue; for the mechanically minded 
there is the amplest definite information ; and the patriot 
will hear a song ever in his ears as he reads. Ships old.and 
new, yachting, life in the navy, lighthouses, 
and lifeboats, are described in lively fashion, 
and boys will like the style all the better that 
it is not fashioned specially for them. Pictures 
are strewn thick, and no care has been spared 
with regard to the writing, the information, and 
the external form, in making this full treasury 
of sea-lore and of heroic tales. 


TWILIGHT LAND. 
By Howarp Pye. Illustrated. (Osgood.) 


If you want to tell a fairy tale there are 
two generally recognised ways of doing it—to 
give a more or less literal version of an old 
one, or to let your own imagination loose in the 
composition of something more or less new. 
Mr. Pyle has found a betwixt and between 
method. It is as if, after a thorough education 
in traditional fairy literature, he had slept and 
dreamt for many nights, and his dreams had 
been made alive by the persons and the adven- 
tures of all the fairy tales of East and West. 
Dreams play tricks, and the adventures of 
one hero attach themselves to the person of 
another ; but every item, detail, character, has 
the sanction of-a long, long authority. The plan 
may be a good or a bad one; it is good in Mr. 
Pyle’s hands, for he is a skilful dreamer, a brisk 
story-teller, as well as an excellent draughts- 
man.

On the ground of want of poetical and 
literary merit, it would hardly be possible to 
exclude one of the pieces that Mr. Beeching 
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has let in. Among the modern poems there are two 
or three that look a little feeble if put side by side 
with Milton’s hymn, or George Herbert’s “The shep- 
herds sing ; and shall I silent be?” or Southwell’s “ Burn- 
ing Babe”; yet they have grace and melody and fervour, 
and to represent the singers of our own day he could not 
have done better. Mr. Beeching owns his debt to Mr. 
Bullen’s ‘‘ Carols and Poems,” but he has taken none from 
other collections on the ground of mere antiquarian interest. 
For the judgment and taste exercised this is a very excep- 
tional anthology ; the Latin hymns, the carols, early and

There is nothing cheap or merely external 
about the imitation, and where a purist might say the 
outward pattern is not adhered to strictly, the right 
spirit is always there to keep you in a fitting mood. The 
writer must have been saturated with the spirit of More ;

in wording, as in tone and arrangement, and in its 
confidences and restraint—a little masterpiece.

FAIRY TALES OF THE BRITISH 
EMPIRE. 
Popular Edition. Selected and Edited by Josrru

The popular reissue of this most deservedly 
Successful fairy-tale series is as worthy of notice 
now as similar books of the present season. 
More especially meant for children, published 
at a lower price than the first edition, the notes 
have been omitted, but the stories are just as they 
were, and so are most of Mr. Batten’s delightful 
illustrations. Where the series is unknown, or From “Tie Betrothed.” (Ward, Lock.)

and especially of America, in recent years, from dull and 
commonplace wall announcements to those that are viva- 
cious or beautiful, or both, have been enormous. This 
is just the moment when such a book can have a 
strong influence. We know, if ever we take our walks 
abroad at all, that art, excellent and living art, is now 
applied to the purposes of commerce, and that actual know- 
ledge has prepared draughtsmen to see the new, wide 
opportunities before them, and persuaded rich advertisers 
to become, from no disinterested motive, the patrons of art. 
A year or two ago Mr. Hiatt would have had abundant 
material for his book, but little of it English; and conse- 
quently it would have been looked on a foreign craze; now 
his collection is a stimulus to a prevalent and very 
admirable fashion. We are inclined to take back all 
the hard things we have ever said about the evil 
influence of a practical, commercial age on art, since 
tooth-powder, cycles, and cocoa have been found sug- 
gestive of such excellent pictures.  Chéret and Grasset 
are, of course, largely represented, but Mr. Hiatt introduces 
us to many artists whose work of this kind is little known 
here.

In one short sentence Mr. Roberts suggests the iniquity 
of the sport of which he is the very entertaining chronicler, 
confessor, and apologist. ‘ Lamb was too good-natured to 
be a book-collector.” But if we are not victims of the mania, 
the passionate and reprehensible race of collectors is one of 
the most fascinating to watch : their perseverance and energy 
through clueless wastes rivalling that of any explorer of any 
Dark Continent, their greed, their unscrupulousness, con-

stantly and most contrarily mingling with extreme unworld- 
liness, And if we are of the brotherhood, we look with the 
tolerant eye of understanding on what might be envy, 
malice, and uncharitableness, were it not exhibited in 
a sacred and redeeming cause. The social side of his 
subject Mr. Roberts knows perfectly. He has endless stories 
to tell of the brotherhood during all the time they have left 
traces of themselves in England, of their methods, motives, 
successes, from Richard de Bury down to the collectors, 
great and small, of our own day. He knows what the old 
book-markets were like, and where “finds” are still possi- 
ble ; he is at home in great libraries and at the stalls in the 
Farringdon Road, and through the latter has learned the 
manners and reputation of different customers and haditués. 
One gets a little lost in Mr. 
Roberts’s mass of material; but 
every chapter rewards anyone who 
plunges a hand in, save perhaps the 
not quite necessary one on the 
Humours of Book Collecting, where 
the anecdotes are a little too well 
worn. Everywhere else the informa- 
iion-is full and valuable, and, con- 
sidering the amount of it, very 
pleasantly arranged. It is a more 
methodical, more informing book 
than M. Uzanne’s “ Book-Huater in 
Paris.” It perhaps appeals a little 
less to the reader who has no ab- 
sorbing interest in the subject, but 
for collectors, on a great or a little 
scale, it is far more useful. One 
may put Mr. Roberts’s book down 
without having read it through, but 
only just as one does the dictionary, 
and not far out of reach, for we 
shall turn to it again many a time.
